“borkshire Tea Cakes.

I have just returned from my summer holi. 
day (writes an English correspondent), and 
there is no more delightful wey of spending 
it than in a country cottage on the Yorkshire 
Moors. This year the heather came early, and 
the land was purple by mid-July. I spent 
many hours out of doors when the weather 
was fine, but when grey skies drove me in 
I found good entertainment in “ doing as 
Rome does.” 

I ‘spent hours in the spotless little kitchen 
making Yorkshire dishes. This was my in- 
troduction to Yorkshire tea cakes. to mv 
mind the most delicious of all Yorkshire 
dishes. I have hrought the recipe home with 
me, and here it is: | 3 

First. dissolve one tablesnoonful of tinned 
milk in one atid«a half: gills of water, and 
set it aside ready for use.. Then .cream one 
teasnoonfal of cast*- sugar with ‘an opnce 
of German yeast. When ready melt-an ounce 
of butter in a saucepan, pour the diluted milk 
on to the melted butter, make, it lukewarm 
and pour into the veast and sugar. Now 
pour the mixture into three-quarters of a nound 
of flour. add one well-heaten egg. and mix 
thoroughly... Flour a beard and turn the 
dough out. Beat it, cut it into cakes, and 
put them into greased tins. Stand them bv 
the fire to rise for one hour, and then bake 
for a quartér of an hour,

STRANGE DUBLIN INCIDENT. 

With a card bearing the inscription, “Il. 
treatment of prisoners in Mountjoy, at- 
tached to his sal, a warder of Mountjoy 
Prison was found chained to the railinge of 
St. Mary's Chapel of Ease, Mountjoy street, 
Dublin, yesterday morning.

Robert: Raikes founded the first Sunday 
school in 1780, and thereafter for ‘at 
least a century they were a potent weapon 
in” the armoury of the Protestant 
Churches. Adam Smith declared that “no 
plan had promised to effect a change of 
manners with equal ease and simplicity 
since the days of the Apostles.”” To-day 
throughout Great “Britain the Churches 
make a general lament over the diminish- 
ing attendance of children in the Sunday 
schools. At the recent Wesleyan 
Methodist Conference, in Leeds, it was 
stated officially that a decrease of 18,172 
scholars, out of a total of 750,000, had 
taken place during the last twelve months. 
The Dean of Durham, writing in The 
Times, takes a gloomy view of tho future 
of Sunday schools; indeed, he seems to 
believe that their doom is sealed. He 
dates the end of their golden age from the 
introduction of the first national Educa- 
tion Bill. “It cannot be expected,’’ he 
says, “ that, when children attend school 
compulsorily on five days in the week, they 
should be sent on a sixth day to Sunday 
schools with the same regularity as when 
it was in the Sunday schools that they 
received not religious teaching only, but 
nearly all the general teaching which was 
given them.” This explanation is reason- 
able, but not complete. We fear that 
the decline of the Sunday school is 
due largely to the widespread weakening 
of . religious influences. It does not 
stand alone, but is accompanied by a 
marked decline of church-going among the 
adult population. . Fathers and mothers 
who have lost the church-going habit are 
not likely to insist that their children 
shall: go to Sunday school. Such in- 
sistence, no doubt, would make them feel 
hypocritical; and our age prides itself on 
its freedom from that hypocrisy which it 
attributes to the Victorians. Moreover, 
the compulsion of Sunday school demands 
domestic discipline—a thing for which the 
easy-going parents of our time have no 
liking. Statistics of the present Sunday 
school attendance in Ireland, as against 
that of thirty years ago, would be instruc- 
tive, if anybody could produce them. Pro- 
bably they would compare favourably with 
the English statistics, but it is to be feared 
that here also—and through the same 
causes which operate across the Channel— 
the children practise, and the parents 
tolerate, an increasing neglect of the Sun- 
day school. Dr. Welldon concludes that 
henceforward the mass of the people must 
get their religious education in the pro- 
vided schools. ‘‘ No other educational 
gystem,'” he says, “will ensure the 
universality of religion as a decisive 
element in the formation of national 
character.” We agree that even the 
limited opportunities of the national school; 
can ‘be turned to good account by earnest 
teachers, but, when. the Dean adds that 
“ voluntary agencies’ have ceased to be 
effective, he seems to us to accept a counsel 
of despair. The home—by its precept, its 
practice, its atmosphere and outlook—is 
the supreme factor in the child’s religious 
training. If that ‘‘ voluntary agency ”’ 
fails, religion, as “ a decisive element in 
the formation of national character,” will 
cease to be. 


The London “ Zoo.”’ 


The Royal Zoological Society, like its 
sister society in Ireland, does not enjoy an 
excess of money, and a recent bequest 
made to it cannot fail to be welcome. This 
bequest, which amounts to £79,000, was 
made by Mr. George de Arroyave Lopes 
on two conditions. If the Society at any 
time neglects to maintain his mother’s 
grave, or his own grave, and ceases to 
hang the picture of his mother in its board- 
room, the money will pass to St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Hospital. Thus, since the Society 
receives the bequest on perpetual condi- 
tions, it never can touch the capital, which 
must be preserved in independent hands, 
although the income can be devoted to the 
upkeep and improvement of the London 
‘* Zoo.” An interesting point arises out 
of the provisions in Mr. Lopes’s will.

THE FLOOD DAMAGE 
IN SIND. 


VILLAGES UNDER 
WATER, 
From Revter’s CorRFSPONDENT. 
KARACHI, Sunday. 

With the floods only a mile from the 
town, Shikarpur was saved yesterday by 
a cut in the Cho? branch of the canal at 
Mile Seventeen to relieve the pressure. 

Sixteen villages are now submerged in 
the Larkana and Shikarpur districts, and 
refugees are pouring into Sukkur in trains 
and lorries hourly. 

Nineteen ‘reaches are reported, the chief 
being in the Sukkur Begari Bund and the 
Narang Distributory Cana]. A part of 
Larkana has been evacuated. 

The Food Distribution Committee is 
feeding the stranded villagers. 

Engineers believe that the worst is over, 
as this morning’s river levels at Sukkur 
show a slight fall. Kotri and Hyderabad, 
however, which are well below Sukkur, 
are in danger,’ as thd river is rising rapidly 
in the lower reaches.

The Session sa End. 


The prorogation of the Imperial Parli« 
ment is fixed for Friday, and ‘unless tha 
unexpected happens members will be fos 
about two o'clock on that day, when ono 
of the longest sessions of modern davs will 
have come to an end. It began on Juma 
2oth last year, and its length haw heen 
surpassed only by the “ War session” 
which lasted from November 11th. 1914 
to June 27th, 1916. The new session wil! 
be opened by the King on October 28h 
Before Parliament is prorozued there wil] 
be debates on the situation in. Egypt and 
on our relations with Russia—probably on 
Tuesday afternoon. During the week those 
members who have been somewhat. slack 
in their attendance in the division lobbie« 
will be afforded an opportunity to make 
up arrears ; for on Tuesday and Thursday. 
at 10 o clock. all the outstanding votes in 
Committee and Report will be put from 
the chair, and’ members wif] spend some 
hours marching in and out of the lobbies 
There will be a debate on the “Appropria- a 
tion Bill on Friday, when any topic may 
be discussed, but it is nof like ly to be 
prolonged unduly. 


Indian Affairs. 


Lord- Winterton will ask» the Secretary 
for India to-mérrow if jit i still the 
Government's intention, before it presents 
proposals to Parliament for the amend 
ment of the Government of India Act. to 
invite Parliament to refer these proposals 
to consideration by a Joint Committee of 
both Houses, and to facilitate the pre- 
sentation to that Committee both of tho 
views of the Indian Central Legislature by 
delegations who will be invited to attend 
and confer with the Joint Committee and 
also of the views of any other bodies whom 
the Joint Parliamentary Committee may 
desire to consult, In the quarters most 
concerned it is hoped that the King. as 
Emperor of India, will consent to initiate 
the ‘Raund-Table Conference when it takes 
place at St. James’s Palace at the begin 
ning of November. Such an inauguration 
might do much to promote the success of 
the Conference, and almost certainly it 
would meet with the warm approval of th: 
fourteen ruling Princes of India who wil í 
be present. These rulers are coming as 
free negotiators for the first time in the 
history of the Dependency, and will meet 
the British Government as direct repre- 
sentatives of ‘the Chamber of Indian 
Princes. The delegation, which is distinct 
and separate from the other Indian dele 
gations, will include the rulers of Patiala. 
Kashmir, Alwar, _Bikanir, Dholpur, 
Bhopal and Nawanagar. 


A Penny Postage. 


The questién of an Empire penny 
postage rate is being taken wp by the 
British Empire, League, whose Committes 
unanimously has adopted a resolution urg 
ing the reintroduction, in the interests of 
imperial unity. of the penny post for 
letters from Great Britain to all parts of 
the British Empire. Information from 
the Postmaster-General’s Department at 
Ottawa shows that the reduction in the 
Empire letter rate from four cents to three 
cents in July, 1926, redeemed the drop in 
revenue in three years. On Christmas 
Day, 1928, there was a further reduction 
in the rate from Canada to other parts of 
the Empire from three cents to two cents, 
and during the year 1929 one-third of the 
drop in revenue was made up, and there is 
a prospect that it will be overtaken within 
three years. 


The League of Nations. 


A substantial enlargement of the staff 
of the League of Nations is recommended 
by the Committee responsible for the head 
quarters organisation of the League. The 
movement Originated’ in the smaller 
countries’ anxiety to secure important and 
highly-paid posts for their citizens. The 
most notable proposal relates to the 
number of assistant under-secretaries. At 
present there are three officials bearing 
this designation—a German, an Italian 
and a Japanese—but it is proposed that 
five more shall be appointed, and that the 
new appointments shall be allotted to 
smaller States. These officials would be 
subordinate only to the Secretary-Genera! 
and the Deputy Secretary-General, who 
are British and French citizens. 


The Air Arm. 


A squadron of the Royal Air Force will 
be equipped shortly with the new Hawker 

‘ Hornet ’’ interceptor fighting machines, 
specially ‘designed for the defence of 
London against bombing raids. The new 
machines are single-seaters. They have a 
speed of over two hundred miles an hour 
at a height of twenty thousand feet, and 
thus have a speed of fifty miles an hour 
more than the fastest bombers at present 
in use by any foreign Power. A height of 
ten thousand feet can be reached by the 
new machines in five minutes, and twenty 
thousand feet can be reached in twelvo 
minutes. 


The Victoria and Albert. 


No extensive changes have been neces- 
sary paring the annual overhaul of the 
Royal yacht Victoria and Albert, which 
has been prepared for the use of Their 
Majesties at Cowes from Tuesday next; 
but one matter in which changes have been 
made concerns the cooking arrangements. 
New appliances planned by the Queen 
have been installed, and the galleys have 
been ‘brought up to date with new 
apparatus that includes electric ovens 
and steam heaters. As a rough sea ship 
the Victoria and Albert never has enjoyed 
a high reputation, but in regard te 
internal fittings and furnishings it is a far 
more comfortable craft now than in its 


earlier days, when it was much used for 


long voyages. 


Military Movements. 


London had a vivid reminder of war 
time to-day; for regular and territorial 
troops were moving about in all directions 
in preparation for the manceuvres.
